After having had a tine visit with my 
friends at Sew York I had one more 
day to spare to do New’ York.

Certainly it is a sight to sec those celes­ 
tials in the narrow, dirty streets and 
still dirtier and filthy abode s. 
Being 
invited by a friend from Rotterdam, who 
has his office at th e Coffee Exchange 
near Wall street, to take lunch with him 
and to visit s o m e of the exchanges, I 
did scj and was just as much astonished 
as pleased to see how the trading in all 
kinds of merchandise and necessities of 
life is carried on. 
Our lunch we took at 
the Whitehall skyscrapper, which cor 
tainly would have tickled the most ex 
act epicurian. 
Tired out I returned by 
Barclay street ferry 
3 cents a ride 
to 
my hotel a t Hoboken, satisfied with 
sight seeing for tho present and got 
ready for th e next day, the commence­ 
ment of my ocean trip.
